By taking business, vocational and technology classes, 
students were preparing for the future. The business depart- 
ment included classes in commercial aspects such as account- 
ing and typing. These classes also benefited students who had 
term papers in other classes. Graham Hope said that “I feel 
that in order to get ahead in life it is important for me to learn 
standard typing skills.” 

The various types of vocational classes range from video 
broadcasting to cosmetology. In video broadcasting, a fairly 
new addition to SHS’s wide range of academic classes, stu- 
dents learn how to film using very high tech studio cameras. 
They then take the raw footage into the studio set up in school, 
and edit it. In the studio the students shape and manipulate the 
tape, adding audio and special effects until the desired prod- 
uct is achieved. Brenden Ahearn shared that “I initially took 
video broadcasting because I thought it would be a fun class. 
I didn’t think it would require a whole lot of work, as | am 
burdened by a schedule of difficult classes. It has proven to be 
fun, but hardly as easy as I had expected.” In cosmetology, 
students are taught everything possible about hair, nails, skin 
care and anatomy. “All my teachers told me ‘this is not beauty 
class’ so I finally took cosmetology so I would have an excuse,” 
joked Kelli Conyers-Cline. 

Technology classes helped students perform specific tasks 
using programs such as CAD. Chris Kraus shared that “Engi- 
neering and Construction technology are pretty challenging.

Foreign Language Classes

Governor Pete Wilson declared a 
state of emergency in San Diego, Los 
Angeles and Orange Counties. Presi- 
dent Clinton was asked to declare the 
counties as disaster areas.

Clinton accepting his party’s 
presidential nomination for the second 
time, and in prepared remarks he said 
the economy had roared back to life 
under his watch, creating 10 million new 
jobs even as the federal government 
payroll shrunk. In a second term, he 
pledged to balance the federal budget. 

Clinton’s speech was the finale of a 
Democratic convention remarkable for 
its show of unity. The Democrats were 
heading home in an unfamilar position: 
Heavily favored to win. Not since 
Franklin Roosevelt in 1944 has a 
Democratic incumbent been re-elected, 
and Clinton’s 1992 victory was only the 
second for a Democrat in the seven 
presidential elections of the past 30 
years. 

“As long as | am president, | will 
never allow cuts that devastate 
education for our children, pollute our 
environment end the guarantee of health 
care under Medicaid or violate our duty 
to our parents under Medicare,” Clinton 
said. “Never.”

CHELSEA CLINTON 


Though she is still not a public figure, 
still not playing a formal political role, 
chelsea Clinton, the poised, precocious 
16-year-old is slowly developing a public 
life. 

Of the first day of a long campaign, 
Chelsea asked if she could be present. 
her parents said, “Fine. It’s up to you if 
you want to do it,” explained White 
House spokesman Mike McCurry. 

Sonthere she was: sharing the stage 
with her father, the president, and 
mother. As the huge crowd shouted 
“Four more years!” and rose to applaud 
the president’s closing lines, Chelsea 
joined him at the front of the stage to 
wave. 

She even borrowed her mother’s 
political touch, picking a specific person 
in the crowd, pointing and giving a 
Knowing nod and a wave. When her 
father stepped off the stage to shake 
hands, Chelsea pressed the flesh with 
local politicians. 

For anybody who watched Chelsea 
grow up in Arkansas, or blossom into a 
young lady in Washington, even these 
tiny touches of public life would be 
surprising. But the high school junior 
has steadily become more comfortable 
in public settings. 

“She’s very much a poised young 
lad, but not that much interested in 
politics,” McCurry said. “She’s very 
much interested in her mom and dad.” 
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OLYMPIC BOMBING 


On July 27, 1996, a pipe bomb 
exploded at 1:20 AM, killing Alice 
Hawthorne of Albany, GA, and injuring 
111 others. A Turkish cameraman 
rushing to the scene died of a heart 
attack. Richard Jewell, a security guard 
working in the part, alerted police toa 
suspicious knapsack and helped 
evacuate people just moments before it 
exploded. 

Jewell was hailed as a hero, and 
numerous interviews were requested. 
But just a day or two later, a local 
newspaper identified Jewell as the prime 
suspect. 

Investigators looked at Jewell after 
the Olympics Park bombing as someone 
who had a history of overzealousness 
and a desire to be ahero. Plus, he was 
near where the bomb exploded. 

With such elements fitting the profile 
of alone bomber, but with no hard 
evidence, they went after him — and 
struck out spectacularly. 

After three months of an investiga- 
tion that involved 11 federal, state and 
local agencies and more than 200 
people, Jewell was publicly cleared as a 
target of the bomb investigation. 
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NETANYAHU & ARAFAT AT THE WHITE HOUSE 


Marathon negotiations in early October 1996 between Israeli and Palestinian 
leaders failed to resolve bitter differences that exploded in Mideast violence and 
jeopardized the fragile peace process. But the two sides agreed to press ahead. 

Leaving the White House, Netanyahu vigorously shook Arafat’s hand, clasping it 
with both hands for several seconds. Clinton beamed. Arafat saluted Clinton before 
stepping into his car. The president returned the gesture. 


RUSSIAN PRESIDENT BORIS YELTSIN 


There was something improbable about the sight of Boris Yeltsin, snowy hair Soe: amma, ah 
waxed into his rigid, trademark pompadour, indulging in a bit of boogie at a pop 
concert. He looked like a dancing bear. But thousands of young people basking in 
free music and festive spirits didn’t seem to care. They roared thier approval as the 
65-year-old candidate swiveled and grinned.
